Where the fear originates, what is the cause? Fear is a consequence, and the 
consequence is caused by thought, a thought that is a continuous change in 
structure of a mind without ipseity 

The basic factors of fear, it investigated and shown in the previous article 
published, these factors are personal helplessness (subjective), threat and 
uncertainty 

The factor of threat originates as a byproduct of ipseity mind without a thought as 
a fluctuating structure in subjective change. 

The causes of the threat may be real, but the subjective mode of experience, this is a 
thought, a subjective and relative substrate. 

Is a substrate relative because it depends on the representation of the real world 
and subsequent subjective description of the event itself. 

In the process of thinking, every thought is causal structure of subjective effects of 
substrate relative, since each description is dependent on other structures of 
previous thoughts, experiences transformed into memories of earlier descriptions 
of subjective representations, this results in the subjective grounds for of new
